The Kellogg Company is a food manufacturing 
company based in Battle Creek, Michigan. It is the world's 
largest ready-to-eat cereal company. It also makes frozen 
foods and snacks such as waffles and crackers. In total, 
the company makes around 1,600 different kinds of food. 
Each day, people in more than 180 countries eat food 
made by the Kellogg Company. In 2013, it made more 
than $14 billion in sales! This 


makes Kellogg's one of the most 





popular brands in the world. 
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The Kellogg Brothers 


People have not always eaten cereal for breakfast. 
Before 1900, people ate eggs, potatoes, or porridge in 
the morning. Meat, such as bacon and sausage, was also 
usually on the menu. The Kellogg brothers helped make 
cereal the popular breakfast food it is today. 

John Harvey Kellogg was born on February 26, 1852, 
in Tyrone, Michigan. When John was about 4 years old, 
the Kellogg family moved to Battle Creek, Michigan. 
John's brother, Will Keith, known as W.K., was born there 
on April 7, 1860. The Kelloggs were members of the 
Seventh-day Adventist Church. Members of this religion 
follow rigid diet rules. They only eat 
healthy foods. They eat little 





sugar and almost no meat. 
The Kellogg boys grew up 
following these rules. This 


lifestyle led John to become

studied medicine and became 
a doctor in 1875. In 1876, he was hired 
to run a hospital in Battle Creek. John renamed it the 


Battle Creek Sanitarium. It became known as the San.

John believed poor diets caused people to get sick. 
He thought healthy food would cure them. John began 
to experiment with ways to make healthy breakfast food. 
Around 1880, he created a cereal from toasted wheat, 
oats, and corn. He called it Granola. This cereal was very 
hard. Many patients could not chew it. Then, in 1894, 
John and W.K. created the first flaked cereal. It was made 
from wheat. The flakes were tasty and easy to chew. The 
brothers soon figured out how to make flaked cereal 
from other grains, including toasted corn. 

The patients liked eating corn flakes for breakfast. 
The San also began selling corn flakes to patients when 
they returned home. This gave W.K. an idea. The brothers 
could sell corn flakes to all people, not just former San 
patients. He also wanted to add sugar to make the cereal 
taste better. John disagreed with both ideas. He was 


happy with the way things were. 












In 1906, W.K. started his own cereal company. It was 
called the Battle Creek Toasted Corn Flake Company. 
W.K.s business and leadership skills made the company 
a success. Soon, millions of people were eating Toasted 
Corn Flakes for breakfast. 

John was not happy about W.K.'s success. He believed 
W.K. had stolen his ideas. So John started another cereal 
company. He called itthe Kellogg Food Company. In 
response, W.K. changed 
the name of his company 
to the Kellogg Toasted 
Corn Flake Company. His 
signature was on every 
cereal box to set his cereal 
apart from his brother's. 
The brothers began to fight 
even more. Both wanted 
sole rights to the Kellogg 
name. They went to court 
to settle the matter. In time, W.K. won. Defeated, John 
changed his company's name to the Battle Creek Food 
Company. But it did not do as well as W.K.'s company, and 
the brothers never spoke again. 
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The King of Cereal 


W.K. proved to be a marketing genius. He created 
clever magazine advertisements and gave away free 
samples of his cereal. He gained many customers this 
way. In 1922, W.K. renamed the company again. He called 
it the Kellogg Company. Soon, new Kellogg’s cereals 
appeared on the market. W.K.'s signature was still on 
each box. In 1928, Rice Krispies was introduced. People 
enjoyed hearing the cereal pop when they poured milk on 
it. In 1929, the Kellogg Company began to use the slogan 


"Snap! Crackle! Pop!” to advertise Rice Krispies.

In the 1950s, the company introduced some of 
its most popular cereals. These included Corn Pops, 
Cocoa Krispies, and Special K. Tony the Tiger also 
appeared as the mascot for the new Frosted Flakes 
cereal. He was an instant hit! The 1960s saw even 
more growth. During this decade, the Kellogg Company 
launched Froot Loops, Apple Jacks, Frosted Mini-Wheats, 
and Pop-Tarts toaster pastries. People loved them all! 








A Worldwide Brand 





Over time, the Kellogg Company continued to 
grow. The company still makes cereal and Pop-Tarts. 
Nutri-Grain cereal bars and Eggo frozen waffles have also 
become top sellers. Today, the company makes other 
kinds of food besides breakfast food. In 1999, the Kellogg 
Company bought MorningStar Farms. This company 
makes vegetarian food. Two years later, Kellogg's bought 
the Keebler Company. It makes cookies, crackers, and 
other snacks. Then in 2012, the Kellogg Company bought 
Pringles, a brand famous for its potato crisps. 
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The Kellogg Company still prides itself on making 


nutritious food. For this reason, many Kellogg’s products 
contain extra vitamins and fiber to make them healthier. 
Some cereals are especially low in sugar and salt. The 
Kellogg Company also makes gluten-free food for 
people who cannot eat wheat. The company was one 
of the first food manufacturers to put ingredient labels 
on their packages. This allows customers to choose the 


foods that are best for them. 









Today, Kellogg's foods are popular allover the world. 
Travelers may find that their favorite cereal has another 
name in other countries. This is because of language 
| and culture differences. For example, Cocoa Krispies is 
called Choco Krispis in Colombia. In England, people eat 
Ricicles instead of Frosted Rice Krispies. 
People also have different food preferences 
depending on where they live. For this reason, the 
Kellogg Company makes a variety of foods in countries 
around the world. In Canada, people enjoy All-Bran 
Strawberry Bites for breakfast. All-Bran Flakes come 
in chocolate in Italy and Spain. South Africans enjoy a 
fruit-flavored rice cereal called Strawberry Pops. In India, 
people can buy Corn Flakes made with mangos, bananas, 
or strawberries!

The Kellogg Company also cares about the 
environment. The first box of Kellogg's cereal was made 
of recycled material. Today, almost all Kellogg's cereal 
boxes are made from 100 percent recycled material. 
The company also helps protect rain forests. Some 
of Kellogg's ingredients come from the rain forests 
of tropical countries. Kellogg's has promised to buy 
only from companies that protect the forest as they 
harvest. This promise will help preserve rain forests and 
their animals for years to come. Every day, the Kellogg’s 
Company works to keep Earth and its people healthy.
